Jiinnn  Ra\  Anderson  is  a  graduate  from  Pasquotank  Central  High  Sciiool  in  Elizabeth 
ity.  in  May  of  1966.  Mr.  Anderson  attended  CO. A.  and  recei\ed  his  A.A.S.  degree  in  Busi- 
ess  Education  in  May  of  1969.  He  was  the  recipient  of  the  "President's  Trophy"  in  1969  for 
eing  the  outstanding  male  student  at  COA.  After  attending  Atlantic  Christian  College  in  Wil- 
on.  NC  where  he  received  a  B.S.  in  Business  Education  in  May  1971 .  he  furthered  his  educa- 
on  at  East  Carolina  University  in  Greenville,  NC  where  he  earned  his  M.A.  in  Education  in 
)ecember  of  1978  and  an  M.A.  Business  Education  in  1983. 

Jimmy  Anderson  started  his  teaching  career  in  Gates  Count\  Public  Schools  in  1971-1979. 
Vhile  teaching  for  Gates  County.  Mr.  Anderson  also  was  a  part-time  Business  Instructor  here 
t  CO. .A.  He  amazingly  finds  time  to  own  and  operate  a  florist  shop  and  keep  payroll  books 
or  several  businesses  in  Elizabeth  City. 

Since  becoming  a  full-time  instructor  at  C.O.A.  Mr.  Anderson  has  acquired  many  friends  in 
le  students  that  he  has  taught.  These  students  have  the  utmost  respect  for  him.  We  sincerly 
ppreciate  all  that  Jimmy  Anderson  has  done  for  this  college  and  its  students. 
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In  1957,  legislation  was  passed  in 
the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly 
that  enabled  counties  to  establish 
their  own  two-year  institutions.  Thus, 
the  idea  of  a  college  in  Elizabeth  City 
was  born,  and  in  November,  1960  the 
people  of  Pasquotank  County  voted  their 
approval  by  a  five  to  two  margin.  The 
College  of  the  Albemarle  received  it's 
charter  on  December  16,  1960,  the  first 
in  the  state  issued  under  the  new  act. 

The  College  began  operations  in 
the  former  Albemarle  Hospital  Building 
that  was  originally  constructed  in 
1914.  The  new  board  of  trustees 
selected  Dr.  Robert  Benson,  dean  of  men 
at  Elon  College,  to  serve  as  president. 
The  board  adopted  the  semester  system 
and  ten  dollars  was  set  as  the  student 

application  fee.  The  first  freshman  class  of  113  students  entered 
the  doors  of  the  College  in  September,  1961.  At  the  same  time  the 
total  teaching  faculty  consisted  of  five  full-time  instructors  who 
offered  liberal  arts  courses  in  mathematics,  English,  social 
studies,  science,  foreign  languages  and  business.  Degrees  were 
awarded  to  28  students  during  graduation  ceremonies  in  May,  1963. 

On  July  1,  1963  a  new  legislative  act  became  effective  that 
authorized  the  establishment  of  comprehensive  community  colleges. 
On  that  same  date,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  College 
of  The  Albemarle  became  the  first  institution  in  the  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Community  Colleges.  The  first  building  program  was 
completed  with  construction  of  a  gymnasium/ auditorium  in  1964.  That 
building  is  now  Riverwinds  Health  and  Racquet  Club. 

The  first  edition  of  the  college  yearbook  was  published  in 
1963  and  was  called  Pharos  (Lighthouse)  ,  then  Seafarer  in  1968,  and 
then  Beacon  beginning  in  1969.  The  college  would  have  very 
successful  basketball  and  baseball  teams  which  competed  at  the 
inter-collegiate  level  until  the  programs  were  curtailed  in  the 
1970 's  because  of  funding  problems. 

Because  of  the  expanded  curricula  to  include  two-year  college 
parallel,  technical,  vocational,  and  adult  education  programs,  the 
physical  facilities  of  the  College  constantly  required  broadening. 
The  nurses'  residence,  on  property  adjoining  the  site  of  the 
mainstructure,  was  converted  to  a  library.  Former  Coast  Guard 
repair  shops  located  on  Riverside  Avenue  were  used  to  house 
vocational  programs.

increased  to  over  five  times  that  on  its 
initial  opening.  Its  service  area  had  ^^1 
been  extended  to  include  the  citizens  of 
seven  Albemarle  counties.  Also  in  1968, 
accreditation. 

The  college  changed  to  the  quarter  system  in  1969.  In  1969,  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  provided  a  three-year  grant  for  economic 
improvement  through  education,  the  first  such  grant  to  a  two-year 
institution.  Unemployed  adults  were  provided  intensive,  short-term 
occupational  courses.  In  1970,  a  downtown  building  was  leased  to  house 
three  short-term  programs,  as  well  as  a  new  program  in  Cosmetology, 
drafting  laboratories,  and  a  new  Associate  Degree  Nursing  program.  The 
success  of  these  programs  enabled  the  Rockefeller  Grant  to  be  extended 
an  additional  three  years . 

In  an  effort  to  have  adequate  space  and  facilities,  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  in  1969,  purchased  42  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  the 
Albemarle  Hospital.  A  master  plan  was  outlined  for  developing  a  new 
campus  in  three  phases . 

On  April  15,  1973,  Phase  I  was  completed  with  the  dedication  of 
what  is  now  'C  building,  a  50,000  square-foot  occupational  education 
building. The  campus  remained  divideduntil  Phase  II  was  completed  with 
the  construction  of  buildings  'A'  and  'B'.  By  December  15,  1980  the 
entire  faculty  and  staff  had  moved  to  the  new  campus. 

Dare  County  Campus  opened  its  doors  for  the  first  time  in 
September,  1984  and  enrolled  nearly  250  students  in  the  first  quarter. 

Chowan  County  Center  became  a  reality  beginning  in  the  Winter 
Quarter  of  1992 

Construction  for  a  new  technology  center  on  Main  Campus,  and  a  new 
classroom  building  at  Dare  County  Campus  will  begin  during  the  1997- 
9,8  school  year . 

Enrollment  continues  to  increase  at  all  three  COA  locations.  An 
enrollment  record  was  set  at  COA  with  1,867  students  registering  for 
the  Winter  Quarter.

As  a  result  of  a  feasibility  study 
sponsored  by  the  N.C.  Department  of  Com- 
munity Colleges  in  1991  to  determine  the 
educational  needs  in  Chowan  County,  The 
Chowan  County  Center  of  College  of  The 
Albemarle  became  a  reality,  opening  for 
the  Winter  Quarter  on  December  1,  1992.

Many  offerings  in  continuing  educa- 
tion are  available  depending  on  the  in- 
terest of  the  citizens.  COA  strives  through 
non-curriculum  courses  to  meet  the  par- 
ticular interests  and  needs  of  individu- 
als, businesses,  and  industries  in  the 
college  service  area. 

The  Adult  Basic  Literacy  Education 
Program  is  also  housed  in  the  new  facil- 
ity. We  will  continue  to  provide  basic 
skills  instruction  to  those  needing  to 
sharpen  their  math  and  reading  skills  or 
those  preparing  for  their  GED.  In  the 
three  years  the  Adult  Education  Center 
has  operated  in  Edenton,  393  students 
have  enrolled.
